Having alluded in a general and ab^ 
Btraot way to tho groat dormaut miuoral 
wealth of country and to the duly oi 
opening wide, bo to epoak, tho door, in 
order that foreign capital may flow m 
for the porpoHO of developing thai 
•wealih, we now come to, deal with u 
branch of tho subject Bomewhat more 
eircumstantially. There exists on the 
ower pan of William Greek no incon- 
Biderable stretch of deP^sBed ground 
commonly known as 'Tbo Meadowe.' 
TSTumeroug attempts have boon from 
time to limo made, upon a ino:o or less 
extended scalo, to mice in that 
cround. but willi one couimon result, 
was found Ihut tho ttax of water was 
aitoKClher too great to bo offeclQally 
oombatted. at least by any ot the 
modes employed ; and thus nii elemoiu 
that formed the miner's boon higher up 
eonatitutod Iho minor's bano hero. U' 
Iho richnesa of the ground noiio doubt 
cd Enough prospooting had been done 
on and coutigaous to tho ground m 
question to estoblish tho behcf thai 
there lay concealed deep in 'Tlio Mou- 
dows' rich deposits wliieh must ulti 
mately reward porooveriug eutcrpriso 
Year alter year new effort but tuldod 
to the long list of failures, untd, dnnn.- 
more reoeut feei'sons, none have beei 
lound bold enough to repeat tho at 
tempt to unoarlh tho rich t'casure held 
with so iiiHch tonaciiy by Tho Aleii- 
doWP. It is now moro than a yeai 
since a larger scheme lor dealing witli 
the ground was propounded ; but 
that Bchemo never attained any tangible 
form, probably owing ohieQy to tlio 
absence oi adequate cnpitiil with whieh 
to carrj out so great un undertaking; 
and 80 ihc >9ho!o mailer haa remained 
iji statu quo. This brii gs us to a more 
interesting and impcrtunt pei'iod, wo 
might say epoch, in the history of Tho 
Meadows and, it may bo said, of tho 
colony. ]Sot many days ago two gentle- 
men, well accustomed to ^doal_ with 
largo mining enterprises in California 
and Nevada, arrived from Sau Pran- 
oisco. These gentlemen lost no time in 
making a definite and business- like pro- 
position to ibo Governor, having for its 
object tho thorough development of 
Tiio Meadows. As tboso gcnilemen 
jiive been met hy the Governor in tho 
right spirit, aud'as the preliminary ne- 
gotiations have rebultod in iiu agree 
ment between the parties thereto, it may 
not be considered out of placo to oft'er a 
cursory view of ibo proposed outorpriso, 
accompanied with a word or two about 
its projectors and iho probable influence 
this undortakiog is likely to exert upon 
tho mining intorestB of the country. Tho 
GovernTnent on its part grams a loaso 
for a term of years of a section of Tho 
Meadows five miles in length and ox- 
tending from bank to bank, having a 
width of soraeihing like throe quarters 
of a mile. The lossooa on their part 
forthwith commence 6ona /?de opera- 
tions, and pTcpoBo oreoting on the 
ground during the present season pump- 
ing and hoisiing maebinery wilh el'-iini 
power of uot logs than sixty horse. 
It is pioposed to deal wilh tho 
ground by two modes, viz, by means 
of Binking voriical sbafis and run- 
Ding taniiels thorefro.n, and also by 
means ol opening a bod rock drain oi 
flnme. The former process will bo com- 
menced sGinowhoio near tho upper end 
of the ground, and will employ the 
powerful pumping and hoisting machiu- 
ery already mentioned. This class of 
working, in all probability, need expe- 
rience little interruption dnring winior. 
The latter proco^s will T'.eces^a-iiy lulcc 
for its initial poini, tho lower oud oi ihe 
grouu-;, working upward until the en- 
tire flat shall have been intersected by 
ft mammoth channel which will serso 
the ready purpose of draining ofF the 
water,"i nd into wlii':h tho eiiiito ground 
can bo washod by tho ordinary iiydrau- 
lie process. It will at ouce be seen lliiU 
as this channel piorcc8-tbe ground it 
will enable hydraulic washings to be 
prosecuted on cither side. This class 
of workings it is the inlontion of tho 
oorapauy lo place within tho roach of all 
free minors who may aciuire iho right 
to a reaHonablo Bcclioa ot ground lor n 
moderate charge lor drainage and water. 
And thus will ultimately bo seen a dou- 
ble row of merry ' pipers,' extending 
along the eniiro lino of channel, engaged, 
with little ris-k and caiiilal, in taking gold 
from an onormous area of grunmi over 
which tho Wilier bus hitliorio held uu- 
diepuiod empire. Let us BOe how many 
claims would thus bo opened and bronght 
within the scope of iudividuul ellori: 
Allowing-lhe claims on either side lo run 
buck to the bank, Ihoy would have a 
length of 060 leel, and giving a frontage 
of 100 foct on tho chuunclor drain, each 
mile would give one hundred and Hve 
claims. Tho li»e miles would give 
hundred and twoutyfivo claims, it will 
not be necessary to dnfi any fnrthor into 
details, and estimate tho number of men 
who would thus find steady and rou.u- 
norativo employment, and the prol able 
daily yiehl of the hitherto wholly un- 
productive Meadows. Those arc moro 
arithmetical problems which the reador 
may work out lor himself, ll may not 
be too much to intimate iho po.HibiUty 
of Tho Meadows, undor sueh iroaimenl, 
employing as mucl. labor and yielding 
aa much gold as all the rest of Wi Uiam 
Creek, it' not, indeed, the whole of 
Cariboo.
